Maynard, Poatmaster General, when a 
member of the Committee of Ways and 
Means after the war, favored a high 
rate of taxation that would wipe out 
the debt in fifteen or eighteen yean.

The Bell Telephone Company, of this 


city, is in a serious dilemma at the pres- 
ent writing. The company has "placed 
telephone property in the city worth 
about $9,000, and has but 56 subscribers; 
the number of patrons could easily be in- 
creased to 100 or 150 if the city would 
grant the company the privilege of put- 
ting up more poles on which to run con- 
necting wires. The conncil has been pe- 
titioned to grant this privilege, but so far 
that body has taken no action with regard 
to the matter-except to refer the petition 
to the committee on streets and alleys. 
This waa done about six weeks ago, and 
no action has been taken at subsequent 
meetings of the council. Manager Getty 
says he has eight new subscribers for tel- 
ephones who have come to him without 
any solicitation from any one connected 
with the Exchange, but he cannot put up 
the wires or place the instruments in po- 
sition until he is granted the privilege of 
putting up poles, which are indispensible 
accessories in the telephone enterprise. 
Linn & Scruggs, Mills & Harry, and oth- 
ers, are very anxious to be connected 
with the exchange, but until the council 
takes decided action on the petition they 
will have to possess themselves in pa- 
tience.'; Under the present circumstances 
the telephone enterprise, which is a great 
benefit to the patrons, is not a paying in- 
vestment, and unless the prayer of the 
petition is granted, in all probability the 
exchange will be closed at night.
